REMARKS 

This application was filed with 41 claims. Claims 1-41 have been rejected. 
Claim 1 has been amended. Therefore, Claims 1-41 are pending in the Application. 
Reconsideration of the application based on the remaining claims as amended and 
arguments submitted below is respectfully requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112 
Claims 1-41 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph. 
Applicant has amended Claims 1, 18, 19, and 28 per the Examiner's suggestions at 
page 2 of the Office Action. Claim 7 has been amended to show that deployed and 
storage positions are the same as deployed and storage configurations. See pages 
15-17 of the specification. Claim 30 has been amended to correct the deficiency of 
an antecedent basis. Claim 35 has been amended so that the building is not 
positively recited. Claims 4-6, 7, 9, 10, 14-16, and 21 have been amended to address 
the antecedent ambiguities concerning the handles mentioned by the Examiner. 
Applicant respectfully requests that the rejection of Claims 1-41 under § 112 be 
withdrawn. 

Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.136(a), Applicant petitions the Commissioner to 
extend the time for responding to the December 31, 2003, Office Action for 3 months
